“IF WE DON’T do something ef- 
fective quickly, we will simply see 
the industry, as we have known it, 
whither away,” Williams warned 


“He said this has happened in some 


European countries and the result 
has been nationalization of the steel 
industries in those countries, 
“ereating the current system we 
have of heavily subsidized steel be- 


as a political “hot potato” for the 
president, who said he would seek 
negotiations with major steel im- 
porters for voluntary agreements 
limiting the amount of steel sold 
here. Rejection of the ITC recom- 
mendation to limit imports to about 
20 percent of total U.S. consumption 
puts the president in direct opposi- 
tion to Democratic presidential can- 
didate Walter Mondale, who favors 
trade restrictions to aid the ailing 
steel industry by cutting imports in 
half, 

Foreign steel accounted for nearly 
25 percent of the steel used in the 
United States last year, up about two 
percent from the previous year. The 
ITC proposal would have reduced 
the level to about 20 percent while 
the Fair Trade in Steel Act, now pen-

Reports have been received this 
fall of the yellowjackets feeding on 
grapes, raspberries, apples -and 
pears. The insect is attracted 
especially to over-ripe fruit where 
there is a sweet juice-like substance 
to feed on. They are even attracted 
to hummingbird feeders where 
sugar water is availale. 
The bees found around fruit are 
usually the worker bees.

House blocking Enterprise Zone legislation 


To the Editor 

For too many Americans, the 
economic recovery is good news for 
someone else. The new jobs created 
by economic expansion are for so 
meone else, not for them 


To be sure, the recovery is putting 
Americans back to work at a 
vigorous pace. The jobless rate, now 
at 7.5 percent, has come down faster 
than many analysts believed was 
possible 

In the past year, more than four 
million people have found jobs. The 
number of Americans out of work 
fot 27 weeks-or longer is,down by 
nearly one-half 


Even- aS we welcome the 
recovery’s good news for millions of 
households, we must settle for 
nothing less than an economy where 
everyone who wants to work has the 
opportunity to work 

Sound economic policies are part 
of the answer. If we hold to our pre 
sent cour'se of encouraging growth in 
the private economy, we can have 
continuing gains in employment 

But economic recovery alone is no 
answer for people without the 
necéssary skills or work experience 


Disadvantaged Americans are in 
desperate need of jobs, but economic 
expansion will never reach many of 
the poorest urban communities. 

Continued recovery offers little or 
no hope to improverished | rural 
areas, where one-third of America’s 
poor are to be found. 

For Americans who live in the 
most distressed neighborhoods: and 
communities, there is hope in 
Senate-passed legislation to 
establish “‘enterprise zones” on an 
experimental basis for three years. 

Under the bill, businesses in 
federally designated -enterprise 
zones would qualify for federal tax 
breaks and other incentives design- 
ed to encourage long-term invest- 
ment and employment of disad- 
vantaged Amerieans. 

Enterprise zones have shown pro- 
mising results in Great Britain. 
They are becoming increasingly 
popular at-the state and local levels 
in the U.S. 

Although enterprise zone legisla- 
tion enjoys support from the presi- 
dent and the Senate, it is opposed by 
some in the House leadership. 

I support enterprise zone legisla- 
tion because it relies for new. jobs on 


the private economy, not on direct 
action by the government 

The program supported by the 
Senate is experimental. Under ‘our 
legislation, 75 enterprise zones 
would be éstablished over three 
years 

The bill incorporates a require- 
ment that one-third of the zones be in 
distressed rural areas, a step I pro- 
posed in the early Stages of work on 
the measure. 


By passing enterprise zone legisla- 
tion, we, would haye an opportunity 
to evaluate*the effectiveness of an 
idea that could bring jobs and hope 
to Americans who have neither. 

We must spare ho effort to make: 
this truly the land of opportunity for 
every American. It has taken great _ 
tenacity to push the enterprise zone 


, bill this far. 


Sooner or later, I believe, the 
House leadership will yield to the 
support for federal enterprise zones. 


If they could make their voices 
heard, a great many Americans 
would: tell the House that they've 
waited long enough for “a piece of 
the action.”

First, the grain embargo—which I 
have consistently opposed and which 
he supported four year ago, but now 
opposes. It has not only hurt grain 
sales and-prices but has signaled to 
other countries that the United 
States is not a reliable trading part- 
ner 


Second, the overvalued dollar 
makes foreign sales inuch more dif- 
ficult. Last year’s record foreign 
trade deficit of $68 Dillion looks like 
it will be dwarfed this year by a 
trade deficit of 9129 billica. ‘That 


means.a loss of at least three million | 


jobs. 

‘The dollar is overvalued by 50 per- 
cent. That means a tax of 30 percent 
on what we sell to other countries, 
and a subsidy to them of 30 percent 
on what they sell to us. 

The overvalued dollar is caused 
primarily by high interest rates, and 
those high interest rates are caused’ 
primarily by the huge, inexcusable 
deficit 

Had my vote carried, rather than 
Percy’s, on the 1981 tax program, 
the deficit would be at least $135 
billion less—plus the savings in in- 
terest payments on the debt. 

A recent bipartisan study sug- 
gested that had those who voted with 
me prevailed, interest rates today 
would be about 3.5 percent lower. 

That would mean a huge dif 
ference in. foreign sales, in grain 
prices, in jobs, and in the ability of 
the average American family to buy 
acar ora home. 

A third reason export sales are not

If the league 
supports the resolution, Skubish 
hopes the legislature. will approve 
the enabling legislation this spring. 

THE RESOLUTION contends that 
the state has “reaped huge profits 
from the Illinois State Lottery,”’ but

SKUBISH ADDED that he would 
not be in favor of any special tax that 
would be placed on the sales, nor 
would he be in favor of a measure 
that would-cut lottéry vendors’ pro- 
fits 

Skubish said he would like to see 
cities receive one percent of the 
state's lottery profits. ‘That could 
amount to $200,000 to $250,000 a year 
for this city,” he estimated, 

Mayor Paul Schuler said he sup- 
ports the resolution. “Alderman 
Skubish has brought up some good 
points and this resolution is well 
worth a try, although it is a long 
shét.’

After making his opéning 
remarks, Williams fielded questions 
from reporters in 13 cities, including 
St. Louis, on the state of the steel in- 
dustry and the need for limiting steel 
imports. 

Last month, Williams said, a 
“shocking” 34 percent of steel in the 
United States market was imported 
“That's a shocking one out of every 
three tons of steel," he said, saying 
that if imports are not curbed, he 
believes the American people will 
soon realize the drastic effect steel 
imports are having on jobs and the 
economy and will push their elected 
officials to impose import quotas. 

WILLIAMS SAID the United Steel- 
workers were taking a ‘two track 
approach" to solving the domestic 
steel crisis. The first, rejected Tues- 
day by the president, was approval 
of the ITC recommendations by the 
president, who had to act by next 
Monday. The other USW proposal is 
passage of the Fair Trade in Steel 
Act, which would limit imports of 


_steel of all types to 16 percent of the 


American market 
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The Fair Trade in Steel Act cu 
rently is stalled in the House W. 
and Means Committee, possibly 
because the chairman of that com 
mittee wanted to see what the presi 
dent did with the ITC recommenda- 
tions before bringing the Fair Trade 
in Steel Act to a vote in the House. 

A majority of the House of 
Representatives has co-signed the 
Fair Trade in Steel Act and a large 
number of Senators are co- 
sponsoring it, but not a majority in 
the Senate, Williams said 

HE PREDICTED that the Senate 
will pass the act, since it limits im- 
ports at a level far more liberal than 

y_ other major steel producing 
country and it requires that. addi- 
tional profits made by the steel in- 
dustry during the five years the act 
is in effect be put back into plant 
modernization and new equipment 
so the domestic steel industry can be 
“competitive with the rest of the 
world” by the énd of that five years. . 

Dan Hines, spokesman for the 
Granite City Steel Division of Na- 
tional Steel Corp.; said Wednesday 
that there has been no official reac- 
tion by National Steel officials. 

Hines. declined to comment about 
the apparent turnaround in opinion 
by among some top sibel officials. 
David M. Roderick, chairman of 
U.S. Steel Corp. is quoted by 
Associated Press as saying’ 
Reagan's program “moves to cor- 
rect the steel trade problem in a 
comprehensive and enforceable 
fashion." 

BETHLEHEM Steel's president, 
Donald H. Trautlein, agreed, saying, 
“The president has taken a major 
step to address the serious injury be- 
ing inflicted on the domestic steel in- 
dustry by unfairly traded imports,” 
according to AP. 

Trautiein's support for Reagan's 
actions is particularly puzzling 
because Bethlehem Steel was 
among those filing the complaint 
with the ITC which lead to the ITC's 
firiding that imports have imposed 
serious injury to the American steel 
industry and limited quotas should 
be imposed for a five-year period 
while the industry reinvests the new 
profits to modernize and expand 
domestic steel facilities 


Williams said a five-year period of 
reduced imports would allow use of 
“improved technology, American 
know-how, etc., and we can have an 
industry competitive with the rest of 
the world.” Failure torimpose quotas 
will, undoubtedly, force the steel in- 
dustry deeper into its rut, he noted. 
“If we don’t do anything about im- 
ports, somewhere in the country 
there will be some shutdowns," he 
predicted. 

WILLIAMS SAID he believes the 
15 percent import limitation of the 
Fair Trade in Steel Act is reasonable 
and noted that it would still leave 
America ‘‘the most open market in 
the world.”’ He sayd most European 
countries limit imports to 10 to 11 
percent, Japan’s steel imports are 
four to five percent and othér coun- 
tries, including the Soviet Union, are 
even more restrictive. 

He noted that approximately 
200,000 American steelworkers are 
still out of work. “If we are able to 
win everything we seek in import 
quotas, 35,000 jobs would be created 
directly in the industry and there 
would be’ another 2% tu 3 jobs for 
each in related industries,” he said. 

While that would not put all 
steelworkers back to work, other 
programs could further help such as 
reduced work hours’ per man, so 
more could be employed. Retraining 
is needed for those who cannot be 
put back to work with their current 
skills, ‘but the United Steelworkers 
does not have the resources to tackle 
a problem of that magnitude,” 
without help from social agencies, 
he noted. 

ASKED IF he believes 
steelworkers will accept further con- 
cessions. to.make domestic mills 
more competitive with foreign milis, 
Williams said, ‘‘We take a firm posi- 
tion against any further concessions 
in the steel industry. 

“I don't believe the problem will 
be soived by workers accepting a 
situation like South Korea where 
wages are about $2 an hour. That 
would wipe out the standard of living 
for all Americans. If we wipe out 
those middle-income jobs, we whipe 
out home purchasing, support inl 
schools and power.
